If Cut the "La LM " Q -W/'/^'LaT-a into strips of the desired length and trim both edges before pasting, use a good, true straight 

edge, and a sharp, rather stiff knife, or a Ridgely trimmer; apply as here recommended and your success is certain. 

If In cold weather stand the Tj t-M -* C3 "AATiRT-al-a in a warm room until all chill is removed. Give the walls a good coat of 

glue size. Do not soak the "La Lfsl - O -W/'/ ^'L-aX-a before pasting. Use good flour paste into which has been well stirred two 

tablespoonfuls of Venice turpentine or one-half pint of Sphinx gum or Sisk's size to the pail.
